The reading of the Minutes wag dispensed with,

Pursuant %o published notice, the continued hearing on the proposal to
amend the Zoning Ordinance on a portion of the recently annexed 1901 acres, in
the following particulars, towit:

To amend the USE designstion of the following described property
80 as to change the same to WDV Industrisl District and First
Height and Aresz District:

That parcel of land on the southeast corner of the

intersection of Georgetown Road and H.& T.C, Railroad
(Llano Branch), frohting Y21 feet on Georgetown Road
and about 285 feet along the south line of gaid Rail-
road, being land owned or claimed by J.E,Eichelberger

was duly opened.
Yo one appeared to protest the matter,

Councilman Wolf then moved to incorporate into the general changes that
are before the Council on the 1901 acres, the proposition to change the agbove
area belonging to J. K. Zichelberger to %DV Industrial Districte. The motion
carried by the following votes

A delegation of property owners on Xinney Avenus, with J.Shelton Morgan
as spokesman, pregented a petition asking for a sform sewer on said street.
After considersble discussion, the group were advised that as soon as the sewer
bonds are sold, this will 'be one of the projects to be taken care of.

Mrs, Mary Tupy, C. W. Lanier, and others of the ebove group then entered
a protest against the trailer camp to be located on the Sam Hage, et al,property
on the north side of Barton Springs Road, for which a zoning change to “CY
Commercial was authorized by the City Council at its last regular meeting, sald
protestante claiming that said trailer camp will create insanitary conditions
and further, that they had no notice of the public hearing on the proposal to
change the zoning of this property.

Following the discussion, Councilman Wolf moved that, in view of the fact
that it was unknown to the City Council that some of the property owners were
against the change, the Council resecind its action at the last regular meeting,
sathorizing the change in zoning of the sbove described property; and that a
rehearing on the mabtter be set for Thursday, August 15. The motion carried

Milo Hills came before the Council and requested that the City pave
Red River Street south two blocks to eliminate the dust nuisance, stating that
he represented the residents in those two blocks, who are willing to pay for
the curb and gutter but think the City should pay for the pavement as the
street is used mainly by heavy city trucks, which create the dust, It was the
sense of the Council that, as this street is used mainly by eity trucks,which
create the dust, the City would pay for the pavement if the property owners
would pay for the curb and gutter, but that this work could not be done before
next summer,

WEEREAS, upon said mep or plat there appesr various streets and alleys,
one of which alleys herein referred to is 20 feet in width, and being the
alley one~half block north of, and parallel to, Meredith Street, and extending
from Matthews Drive to Rockmoor Avenue; and

WHEREAS, the owners of all the property abutting said alley from a point
200 feet east of Matthews Drive easterly %o Rockmoor Avehue have requested the
City Council of the City of Austin to close said alley; and

WHEREAS, said request has been reviewed and considered by the City Council
of the City of Austin; therefore,

(2) A gas main in FAIRMOUNT AVENUE from a point 138 feet east of
Kenwood Avenue easterly 30 feet, the centerline of which gas
main shall be 7.5 feet south of, and parallel fo, the north
property line of said Fairmount Avenue,

Said gas main described sbove shall have a cover of not less
then 2% foet.

{3) A g8s main in GAULT STREET from Stobaugh Street to Taulbee
Street, the centerline of which gas main shall be 7.5 feet
west of, and parallel to, the east property line of said
Geult Strest.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not less
than 2% feat,

(4) A zas main in TAULBEE STREET from Gault Street easterly 387
feet, the centerline of which gas main shall he 7,5 feet
gouth of, and parallel to, the north property line of said
Taulbee Street,

Said gas mein described sbove shall have a cover of not less
than 23 feets

The Texas Public Service Company is hereby put upon notice that the
City of Austin does not guarantee that the space assigned above is clear
from other underground utilities, but is based upon the best records we have
at hand, and that the minimum depth siated does not have any reference to the
fact that greater depths mey not be required at special points. VWhen the
Texas Public Service Company requires definite information upon the ground
as to elevations or working points from which to base the location of thelr
assignments, they shall apply to the City Public Works Department not less
than three (3) deys before such information is required. The Texas Public
Service Company is further pubt upon notice that they will be required to bear:
the expense of repairs or replacement of any underground utility dameged
during the construction of lines named in this resolution.
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And that vhenever pavement is cut in the vieinity of a fire plug, water
must be used at intervals during the course of backfilling of the ditches,

That the work and laying of sald gas mains, including the excavation
in the streets and the restoration and maintenence of sald streets after said
mains have been laid, shall be under the supervision and direction of the
City Manasger, and under all the pertinent terms and conditions of the certain
franchige granted to said Compasny by the City of Austin.

WHEREAS, the Board of Aljustment held a hearing on this application

ot a meeting on July 23, 1946, at which the spplicant eppeared and
plead his cages and

WVHEREAS, at the hearing the applicant appeared sccompanied by
Mr, Lomis Slaughter, prospective purchaser of the sbove described

property, and presented their reasons for requesting this change
?
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vhich was to make 1t possible for the erection of a grocery store
with certain parking facilitles to be operated by Mr.Lomis Slaughter,
and presented a letter of a distant resident approving this change,
which is aftached herefo; and

WHEREAS, the applicant further affirmed that he had purchased
22 acres of lend, of which the above property is a portion, and
that he had sold a strip 125 feet wide along the eastern border of
the tract fo the Concordia Lutheran College and a certain portion
along the northern border of the tract o a Church and that the
remainder of the property would be subdivided into lots for the
construction of residences, of which he, the applicant, would
occupy two lots upon which to erect his own home; and

WHEREAS, at this hearing a number of property owners in the im-
nmediate viclnity of this property eppeared and protested this change
and pregented s written petition reciting eleven reasons why this chonge
was not desirable and signed by thirty-six property owners and resi-
dents, which is attached hereto, end a letter by the owner of proper-
ty immediately opposlte this location, which is also atitached heretoy
and

VHEREAS, the protestants present based thelr opposition to this
change on the premise that there was no need for a commercial gone
for a grocery store at this location , and on the zdditional hazard
o traffic which would be caused thereby, and to the fact that this
area was predominantly a high class residential area and rapidly
developing as such and homes have been built under the belief that
the residential character of thig area would be preserved and insur-
ed by the Zoning Ordinance and that the values of thelr property
would be maeintained for such purposes : and

WHEREAS, the Board of Adjustmwent carefully considered &ll of the
pleadings for and against this change and considered this change in
the light of existing conditions in the neighboﬁhood, the present
zoning of the surrounding asrea, the trend of development with re-
spect Yo present and fubture land use, the present and future traffic
conditions at this locabion, the relation of this property to exist-
ing commercial and community facilities, and otherwise in the 1light
of fundazmental zoning prineiples and its relatlon to a comprehengive
plan of civic development; and

WHEREAS, the Board of Adjustment deemed that no public necesaity
or convenience had been shown nor any demand on the part of the
neighborhood had been indicated ag to the need for a grocery store
at this location, bui, on the contrary, that the signed petition
indicates the opposite , which would not Justify this change; there-
fore,

BN IT RESOLVED BY THE BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT:
THAT this chenge in the Use desiznation of the above described

property be not recommended to the City Council for the following
reasonss

1. That the application is for = single loi for a single use ang
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would, therefore, congstitute a spot zone for the benefit of a single
owner, which type of zoning has been consistently declared by the
courts of the land to be illegal,

2. That the petition signed by such o large number of residents
in the immediate vicinity of this property clearly indicates that
there is no general public demand for this change, nor is if{ related
to the general welfare of the neighborhood.

3+ That the Zoning Maps of the City of Austin show this property
to be located in a "B" Residence District, which extends from Red
River Street to Kast Avenue on both sides of 32nd Street, and that
all the property to the west of Red River Street on both sides of
Bast 32nd Street is located in an YAV Residence District as far as
Duvel Street , and further show that there is a Community Center at
the intersection of Duval Street and Sen Jacinto Boulevard fully
developed, and also at the intersection of Manor Road and Hast Avenue
fully developed, and an undeveloped Community Center at Ylst Street
and East Avenue, and that the owner and purchaser and the public
has had notice of this fact and property has been acquired and
homes built on the belief that this property would remain as now
zoned,

4, That the surrounding property owners in the existing "A" and
B* Residentisl Districts have certain rights, interests, and
guarantees in the clasgification of their property and in the enjoy-
ment ‘of the same until such time as the general growth and expan-
sion of the City materially changes the conditions governing the
desirable use of these properties and until the exhanstion of
present commercial districts tends toward an inevitable expansion
of the present commerclal zones of the City.

Be That the existing heavy traffic on Red River Street and the
increasing traffic due to occur on Hast 32nd Street when the same
is paved and connected to the Inter-regionsl Highway on BEast Avenue
will be increased by the establishment of a commercial zone at this
corner and thus increase the traffic hazards alreedy existing at
this intersection, partly due to the fact that Hast 32nd Street
rigses at a considerable grade toward the east and any building on
the corners would create a further increase in traffic hazards by
establishing a biind corner,

bs That the area proposed to be changed is in no sense a Com~
munity Center under the accepted conception of such a zone, as
only one use will be made thereof which would create a monopoly
of this uze by a single owner.

T+ That the location of a grocery store would sdversely affect
the value and residential desirability of the surrounding property
due to the usual evils attendant upon the operation of such a
business in a confined area,

8e That the denial of this application is not confiscatory or
creates unnecessary hardship upon the owner or deprive him of the
use of the property inasmuch as it can still be u

€ _ sed for regidence
purposes including multi-family dwellings. '
